DISEASED CATTLE 


SENT OUT OE OHIO? 


Columbus, August 6.—The probing 
tentacles of the Ohio state agricul­ 
tural commission have begun to reach 
out over the state to determine, if 
possible, whether diseased cattle are 
being shipped from this state into 
others and to discover how such a 
practice is being carried on, if at all. 
For many days, according to offi­ 
cials of the state commission, com­ 
plaints have been seeping into t h e , 
agricultural department regarding the ! 
alleged shipment of diseased cattle j 
into the state surrounding Ohio, and | 
there has been considerable anxiety , 
in official circles as a result. 
It has 
been feared that if the reports were 
true, Ohio’s cattle market would re­ 
ceive a blow that would be almost 
fatal to its future development.
